SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


A special meeting of 
the school 


committee svas held on Tuesday even- 
ng for the purpose of discussing the 
shortage in the appropriation for re- 
pairs to buildings, which had reached 
a critical stage. Chairman Congdon 
presented a careful report, slowing 
bow the appropriation had .been ex- 
pended for absolute!yxnece»sary re- 
pairs that could not ba foreseen when 
the budget was made up, until there 
are now bills outstanding with insuffi- 
cient sums in the 
appropriation to 


meet them. It was decided that the 
committee should proceed with only 
necessary repairs from now on, al- 
lowing the available ?iOO per month 
allowed for this purpose to accumu- 
late to pay the bills.

An '''amendment to the rules was 


suggested'by Mr. Harvey whereby 
the committee on buildings would be 
allowed to expend only $200 for a 
specific piece of work, being required 
to come before the whole committee 
for any larger amount.

labor believe that the worker* of the 
country could and would do a lot 
more if they were able to see that 
tlie increased production

them personally. They feel that there 
is a great possible reservoir of en- 
ergy that could IJB tapped by enlist- 
ing a heartier 
co-operation on the 


part of labor.

A good many concerns are trying 


to enlist this better co-operation, by 
trying profit sharing schemes. Some 
of them have worked well. In other 
case;! the employes 
have felt that 


the slmrc of profit awarded them was 
no more than they were entitled to 
as a part of their 
regular wages. 


Also many business men feel that if 
labor is to share profits, 
it should 


share losses also when such occur. 
But most employes would prefer a 
dependable wage rather than take 
their chances on the gains> and losses 
of business.

pay capitalists, to take their workers 
more into their confidence.'Interest in 
production is dulled in many plants 
!)>' greatly exaggerated talcs spread 
around-about the profits the concern 
is making. If employes are-told the
